FISHERIES. 


A “RECORD” HERRING 
SEASON, 


While the trawl, line and lobster fishing 
Owed an improvement on the previous year, 
the outstanding feature of a successful year's 
Operations at the sea and inland fisheries 
of Northern Ireland in “1925, when the 
weather on the whole was not unfavourable 
for fishing, was the remarkable success of 
the County Down herring fishery, and an 
increase in the volume and value of the 
Lerring catch of almost 43,000 cwts. and 
£25,000 over the previous year’s results. 
The success of the herring fishing last 
year is all the more notable when it is 
considered that, while the value of the herring 
catch in 1924 was almost double that of 1925, 
the herrings ianded in 1925, as is shown in 
the annual report on the fisheries, which was 
issued yesterday by the Home Office, London, 
exceeded by almost £10,000 in value, and by 
6,318 cwts. in quantity, the landings for the 
two preceding years combined. The total 
landings in 1925 amounted to 86,645 cwts., 
valued at £54,945. | 
At the Channel herring fishery, which 
opened in May and lasted till September, the 
increase in catching power in August and 
September, brought about by the arrival of 
steam drifters in Jarge numbers after the 
collapse of the herring fishing at Shetland an‘ 
the East Coast ot Scotland, contributed 
largely to its success. 
uring the season of 1925 all available 
space around Ardglass Harbour was occupied 
as curing plots. Seven export curers (with 
an aggregate stafi of 50 crews, comprising 
150 fisher girls from Donegal, the Hebrides 
and the Moray Firth), and five local curers 
(engaged in the home trade and employing 
25 local women) took part. 


INCREASE IN ALL CLASSES. 

Apart from the herring, au increase of 
1,967 cwts. and £1,055 is seen in the landings 
of other classes of fish. During the year 
the total value of all fish, exclusive of salmon, 
landed in Northern Ireland was £80,774. —. 

The total fish captured by trawling in 1925 is 
estimated to have amounted to 234 tons, valued 
at £7,545. Line-caught white fish, including 
106 tons of cod, which realised £5,985, 
amounted in all to 220 tons, valued at 
£5,428. Coarse fish brought the total catch 
from line-fishing up to 5 tons, and the 
value to £8,803 

During the year 96 boats and 212 fishermen 
were employed in fishing lobster creels on 
the coast of Northern roland, and the result 
of their year’s labour shows a total of 132,794 
lobsters, valued at £7,001. There was a good 
demand for periwinkles for the London 
market, and altogether 222 tons of peri- 
winkles were exported, and gave a return 
of £1,779 to the 199 persons employed in 
gathering them. 


LOUGH NEAGH POLLEN. 

The forecasi made in last year’s report of 
a possible improvement in the pollen fisheries 
of Lough Neagh was duly fulfilled. The 
quantity of pollen captured in 1925 was at 
jeast ten times greater than in the previous 
year, while the lough- was again well stocked 
with pollen. The returns furnished by the 
railway companies for 1925 showed that 159 
tons were conveyed by rail, as compared with 
14 tons in 1924. Less than half the catcn 
was shipped tothe English markets, and, owing 
to the fact that the fish were mostly caught 
in the summer months and were small, the 
prices obtained in Leeds, Birmingham, Man- 
chester and Liverpool were not up to the 
average of other years. 

The report also states that the catch cf 
eels in Lough Neagh yielded £12,000. 

In regard tc inland fishing the only returns 
available are the particulars furnished 
annually by the railways of the quantity ot 
salmon and trout, eels and other fresh- 
water fish carried by rail for exportation. 
During 1925 the quantities thus carried were: 
Salmon and trout, 328 tons; eels, 192 tons; 
pollen, 150 tons. It is estimated that the 
value of the salmon and trout exported in 
1925 amounted to £91,840; eels, £21,504; 
pollen, £8,650—a total of £121,994. 

During the year the number of vessels of 
all kinds engaged at the sea fisheries amounted 
to 6528, and the aggregate of the crews 
employed amounted to 1,509 men and 58 
boys. This shows an increase of 27 boats and 
29 men over the numbers employed in 1924. 


THE WEEK IN BELFAST.

OTHER ‘ TWELFTH.” 
OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 

The preliminary report on the population of 
Northern Ireland, published recently by the 
Registrar-General, Mr. Bullwinkle, has excited 
considerable notice. It is a guarded docu- 
ment, and, while unexpected results are there 
in plenty, in few cases are causes definitely 
assigned for them. It is somewhat late in the 
day to find the war blamed for anything, but 
that is, nevertheless, frequently the reason 
advanced for Mr. Bullwinkle’s caution. Over 
one-half of the population now lives in urban 
districts, Belfast itself accounting for over 
one-third of the whole population. Both 
fractions represent an increase which is to be 
regretted. An interesting light is cast on the 
housing question by the discoveries that there 
is a decrease in habitable houses from the 
last census in. 1911, and that the number of 
houses built recently and building in rural 
areas is greater than in urban. This last is 
especially surprising when one remembers the 
great increases in Belfast and the main 6ea- 
side resorts, such as Bangor and Portrush. 
Altogether the preliminary report is a docu- 
ment which will repay amply the closest 
study. 

Belfast does not, of course, observe August 
Bank holiday, but there was, nevertheless, 
plenty ' doing ” in the city. Both railway 
and steamship authorities ran packed ex- 
cursions, and numerous followers of cricket 
teams, yachting, etc., were able to find time 
to spend the day in the open air. The crowd 
which left for Dublin was rather bigger than 
usual, the rumour having been spread abroad 
that the Horse Show was going to be “ better 
than ever ” this year. The result has shown 
that for once rumour did not lie. Ulster 
Shows are improving both in size and quality, 
but this is one of the matters in which the 
North definitely concedes the palm to the 
South. Local entries constituted a “record,” 
as, indeed, did most things in this year’s 
Show, and, as usual, they have gained no in- 
considerable percentage of the awards, one 
Belfast man actually carrying off first, second 
and third prizes in the same event. Though 
Dublin may be the main attraction this week, 
we have not been without our visitors. An 
American destroyer has been in the Lough, 
and chars-i-bancs full of its sailors have been 
a common sight, while the Ulster Tourist 
Development Association reports at its 
monthly meeting that its efforts have met 
with unexpected success. 

The ‘‘ Twelfth” has only one meaning in 
the North, but quite a number of us are in- 
terested in that other and very secondary 
“twelfth when the shooting is more 
innocuous, but on a wider scale. Ouite a large 
part of Ulster is excellent land to be shot 
over, and breeding canditions are of the best, 
but there is an almost universal lack of even 
the mildest form of preservation. Poaching 
goes on in season and out, and receives hardly 
any check, so that one can scarcely blame the 
owners. The Ulster Wildfowl, Game and 
Fish Protection Society does its best to draw 
public attention to the situation, but it is 
plying a very lonely furrow. Here is an ex- 
cellent field; for it has been estimated that 
Ulster’s moors, if in a condition comparable 
to that of the Scotch, could bring in a revenue 
of not less than a million pounds sterling. 
One invites the attention of the local Tourist 
Development Society; for surely the matter 
comes within its province. 

The report of the Northern Ireland Ministry 
of Agriculture makes very melancholy read- 
ing ; for it states that the fruit crop has been 
universally almost a complete failure. This 
is especially disappointing, since earlier in the 
year the prospects were unusually good, but a 
severe frost in the middle of May killed nearly 
everything. As against this, however, there 
seems to be a possibility of good news in the 
near future; for the announcement is made 
that the White Star Company intend to build 
a new gigantic liner which is to be the biggest 
in the world. Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
who have. built so many vessels for the com- 
pany, profess total ignorance, but it is ex- 
pected that they will get the order. [If that 
is the case, shipbuilding on the “Island’’ will 
receive a very great and much needed impetus. 
I understand that a definite announcement may 
be made during the course of the week.

it must be remembered that a private bill 
is promoted for a particular interest, and 
frequently involves interference with private 
rights. For this reason involved formalities, 
such as publication and service of notices, 
preparation of plans, maps, books of refer- 
ence, etc., are necessary. The Committee 
stage partakes of the character of a judicial 


process. Solicitors and counsel are employed 


both by the promoters and by those who have 
petitioned ayainst the bill on the grounds 
that their interests are affected. The pro- 
cedure is, therefore, necessarily expensive, 
the expense varying with the importance of 
the bill and the extent of the opposition 
offered. In the case of the bill referred to, 
there were four petitioners and the Committee 
stage lasted two days. 

Lhe expenditure involved in promoting the 
Dundalk Harbour Bill must, accordingly, be 
spread over a number of services, such as 
engineering, printing, Ovreachtas fees, etc., 
in addition to the requirements ordinarily 
attending a suit of law.—Yours, etc.,

ART IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I notice in the Jrieh Times of August 
2nd that the Minister for Education, Professor 
O'Sullivan, opened an exhibition of pictures 
by Madam Paula McWhite. Professor 
O'Sullivan made some candid and truthful 
remarks about art in Ireland. He said, with 
other things, that ‘‘we had two excellent 
collections of pictures in Dublin; but what 
use was made of them, even by the educated 
citizens ?’’ 

Not long ago I remember making the 
identical observation to a Dublin lady, who 
would, I think, be gravely annoyed were she 
not considered to belong to the educated, if 
not the highly cultured, section of society. 
This lady indignantly denied that the art 

alleries were not well patronised. The 

Gallery of Modern Art particularly was most 
popular; she had very often been there her- 
self. Further conversation revealed the fact 
that this gallery was on the line of her morn- 
ing walk from her home to Grafton street, 
and that she and her friends found it useful 
more than once as a shelter from the rain. 
So far as my own experience goes, I have 
been in this gallery dozens of times, and only 
upon one occasion did I find more than one 
erson in the place. That occasion was my 
fast visit, when I found two—a man and a 
woman. If one confines oneself to the art of 
painting and ignores other branches of art, 
from picture-houses to wax-work exhibitions, 
I fear that it must be admitted that the Irish 
public shows little interest in painting, be it 
in oils or water-colours. Seeing the effect, 
one may look for the cause, 

In my opinion, the various schools of paint- 
ing, with their various modes of expression, 
have much to account for in the way of the 
apathy of the general public towards painting. 
Seeing or reading of Impressionists, Post- 
Impressionists, Cubists. and so on, it becomes 


e 


perplexed and despondent, if not actually 
irritated.: Further, that extravagant*groping 
after new discoveries on the part of the artist 
continues to lead those not initiated in the 
mysteries deeper into the wilderness. There 
must be many seeking conversion who turn 
from the oft-times depressing portraits of the 
Old Masters to a modern landscape, only to 
find that they must look te the “ book of the 
words’’ in order to have the riddle before 
them solved. 

I suppose that there is no art, other than 
painting, that demands education on such a 
technical scale in order that enjoyment may 
be derived from it. Music we may listen to 
with delight, and yet know little or nothing 
of the art of the musician; but in the case of 
painting, besides admiring the actual work of 
the artist, in order to arrive at a true appre- 
ciation of the picture, be it portrait or Jand- 
scape, we must be able to read the mind of 
the artist, understand his technique, and 
develop in ourselves a sympathetic grip of his 
personal outlook upon life in pa g 

If it were possible to have in our art 
galleries a lecturer or instructor, who at stated 
times would conduct interested visitors around, 
what a service would be rendered to art! 
Such an instructor could point out the mean- 
ing, the beauty, or perchance the peculiarity 
of every exhibit. For instance, before the 
Mancini portrait of the late Sir Hugh Lane, 
the instructor might say to his following of 


‘the perplexed: “ Here, ladies and gentlemen. 


we have a delightful still-life picture of 
flowers. In this case, the artist, fearing 
monotony and wishing to enliven his work, 
paints in a male figure, Sir Hugh Lane— 
perhaps, an after-thought, but, nevertheless, 
the figure brings warmth to the virgin 
frigidity of the blooms.” 

I am sorry to say that I think art galleries 
are dull and fearsome places as a rule, and 
much could be done to make them more. at- 
ractive. For one thing, afternoon teas would 
be a draw. Again, a bright party of enter- 
tainers, performing twice daily, would pro- 
bably get at those lost souls whose tempera- 
ments, receptive to the appeal of “‘ Yes, we 
have no bananas,” might discover upon the 
walls of the art gallery a new interest, a new 
light, in the intoxication of the emotional 
moment supplied by the music. I remember. 
when in Italy, seeing between the acts of an 
opera, by an unknown composer, a troupe of 
performing dogs. In answer to my inquiry as 
to what all this had got to do ‘with opera, I 


was told that the dogs’ “turn” was put on 


in case members of the audience should find 
the music dull and leave the theatre between 
the acts.—Yours, etce..

DECISION IN GUEST CASE. 

What is “ the part ” of a licensed house for 
the sale of liquor according to the provisions 
of the Liquor Act, 1924, was decided by Mr. 
Tyrell, Acting District Justice, yesterday in 
disposing of a summons brought at Bray 
District Court against Mrs. M. L. Tallon, 
Powerscourt Arms Hotel, Enniskerry, who was 
alleged to have committed a breach of the 
licensing laws on the 18th ult. Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C, (instructed by Messrs. Barring- 
ton and Son), appeared for the defence. 

Guard McDonnell, Enniskerry, said that he 
found two men in the smoke-room—Mr. M. R. 
Tallon and Mr. J. Dunne. One of them had 
half a glass of ale in front of him and the 
other an empty glass. Tallon said that he 
was a brother of the manager of the hotel. 
Dunne supplied his brother with fruit and 
vegetables, and he had asked Dunne in for a 
drink. There was a sliding panel connecting 
the bar with the smoke-room. 

Sergeant Molloy gave evidence that drink 
was usually sold in the smoke-room. 

To Mr. Maguire—A person would have to 
go out into the passage and through two doors 
to reach the smoke-room from the bar. The 
panel was only for serving drink. There was 
a separate entrance from the street to the bar. 

Mr. Maguire said that the case was really a 
misunderstanding. When the owner of the 
hotel, Mr. Tallon, died he left three trustees— 
the defendant, Mrs. Tallon; his son, Michael 
R. Tallon, and Thomas A. Oakes—to carry on 
the business. One of the trustees, Mr. Richard 

allon, was on the premises on the day in 

uestion, and had been told by Mr. Samuel 

allon if he saw Mr. Dunne that morning to 
ask him in. Richard Tallon and Dunne entered 
by the hotel door and went into the smoke- 
room. Dunne was a guest of the trustees, and 
he (Mr. Maguire) held that on these facts the 
prosecution could not possibly be sustained. 

The owners of licensed premises, Mr. 
Maguire added, were allowed to supply their 
guests in any part of the house but the part 
where drink was usually sold. He submitted 
that the bona fides were almost invariably 
supplied in the bar, for which there was a 
separate entrance. 

After a legal argument, 

Mr. Tyrell said that there was no doubt 
that this smoke-room was a part of the 
premises where drink was usually sold, but it 
was not “‘the part ” which was mentioned iú 
the Act of 1924. Strictly construing the Act, 
he believed that the part where drink was 
usually sold referred to in the Act was the 
bar, and accordingly he dismissed the 
summons, 


ARMED POACHER. 


SHOTS FIRED AT GALWAY 
WATER BAILIFF. 

While patrolling along the river at Clonboo, 
Headford, last Thursday night, Michael Joe 
Francis, of Bohermore, Galway, a water 
bailiff, in the employment of Colonel Cross, 
of the Fishery, Galway, noticed twelve or 
thirteen men in a boat poaching salmon from 
the river. On calling to them, he was fired 
upon by a man who lay concealed on the 
bank. Although seven shots in all were fired 
at the bailiff, all went wide of the mark. 

Civic Guards who arrived on the scene 
later found a net in the river, which they 
confiscated. So far no arrests have been 
made.

WIDOW’S CLAIM FAILS. 


In giving his decision at Roscommon Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday in a claim by Mrs. Egan, 
who resides near Strokestown, for £300 for 
the death of her husband, Michael Egan, 
Judge Roche said that from the evidence it 
appeared that Egan was a quarrelsome man, 
who, without rhyme or reason, struck Bren. 
nan. He was also satisfied from the evidence 
that Egan moved towards Brennan with the 
intention of attacking him, and that Brennan, 
who was justified in repelling the attack, 
struck Egan, and he fell on his head. The 
result was most unfortunate, but under the 
circumstances he must dismiss the case. 

James King stated that on March 6th, 
1925, he was in Strokestown with John 
Brennan. Free State and Republican meet- 
ngs were being held. Michael Egan came 
across from the Republican meeting to John 
Brennan and said-—‘‘ Jackeen, its no wonder 
vou are in with the Free ‘ Staters’ after all 
the money you got from them in the road 
contract."’ Egan struck Brennan. The 
Guards came on the scene. Egan was taken 
away, and Brennan followed him: Egan then 
turned back, and Brennan struck him 
knocking him down. 

For the defence, John Brennan said that 
he struck the deceased man in self-defence.

MONS HERO’S DEATH. 


REMARKABLE CASE OF AN 
IRISH OFFICER. 


‘‘It is a remarkable case’’ said Mr. 
Ingleby Oddie, the Westminster Coroner, 
yesterday in reference to the medical evidence 
given at the inguest on Arthur G. Joiner 
(48), a retired Major of the 4th King’s Own 
Regiment, of Briarsfield, Mullinabone, County 
Tipperary, who died suddenly at the Junior 
United Service Club. 

Mr. John Wm. Buggy, of Clonmel, iden- 
tified the deceased as his brother-in-law, 
whom he last saw on July 30th, when the 
witness saw him off at Clonmel Station for 
England. He seemed all right, but he had 
been suffering with his heart for two months. 
He was thought to be on the way to re- 
covery, however. 

The witness added that the deceased had 
never been really well since he returned from 
the battle of Mons. 

John Blundell, hall porter at the Junios 
United Service Club, Charles street, London, 
S.W., said that Major Joiner arrived there 
on Saturday morning. At 3.30 on Tuesday 
afternoon he came into the hall, and was 
speaking to witness when he suddenly col- 
lapsed. A doctor was called and said that 
he was dead. 

Dr. Henry Weir, who made a post-mortem 
examination, said that death was due to 
strumosis in the left ventricle of the heart. 

The Coroner explained that in all coronary 
disease the heart muscle had degenerated 
and become fibrous, and a clot had formed 
inside the heart cavity. In an endeavour on 
the part of nature in this case to strengthen 
the wall of the heart the clot had become 
converted into stone and a portion had 
become detached. 

A verdict of death from natural canses was 
returned,

Rubber Prices. 


Once more the. condition of the rubber 
market is causing grave concern to manu- 
facturers in the United States. America 
consumes about 70 per cent. of the world’s 
rubber output, but Britain controls the 
bulk of the raw material; and since the 
establishment of the Rubber Advisory 
Committee, over which the late Lord 
Stevenson presided, production has been 
regulated in such a way as to maintain 
prices at an abnormally high level. 
Rumours have been in circulation during 
the last week to the effect that the British 
Government contemplated further changes 
in the export regulations, but the Colonial 
Secretary has denied them, and no altera- 
tion is likely until the beginning of 
November, when the existing law sanction- 
ing the export of 100 per cent. of the 
Ceylonese and Malayan production will 
expire. Then, in all probability, export 
will be restricted by 20 per cent., and 
prices will rise in proportion. At the 
moment prices are low, but stocks are so 
large that the trade in America is unable 
to buy up further supplies. The outlook 
is so serious that the American rubber 
interests are in consultation with Dr. 
Julius Klein, Director of the, Bureau of 
Domestic and Foreign Commerce; but he 
has told his clients that he can do nothing 
Britain holds the whip hand. 
No doubt, from the American point of 
view, Britain’s control of supplies, and 
consequently of prices, is highly immoral ; 
but, if the United States were in the same 
position, who can doubt that the fullest 
advantage would be taken of it? Britain 
secured her control of the world’s rubber 
supplies because her business men had 
sufficient vision and courage to take a risk. 
The Americans had an equal opportunity, 
but they want to get rich quickly, and 
will not entrust their capital to any 
undertaking that does not yield immediate 
profits.

The Channel] Swim. 


Miss Gertrude Ederle, a nineteen-year- 
cld American girl, swam the English 
Channel. yesterday. She left Cape Gris 
Nez at seven o'clock in the morning, and 
reached the Kingsdown Lifeboat Station 
shortly before ten o’clock last night. Her 
achievement. never has been equalled. 
Five men have succeeded in the Channel 
swim; but Miss Ederle is the first woman 
to gain this great distinction. Her time 
also seems to be a “record.” Captain 
Webb, fifty-one years ago, took twenty- 
one hours to make the crossing, and the 
shortest time before Miss Ederle’s feat 
was sixteen hours and twenty-three 
minutes, which stands to the credit of the 
Italian Tiraboschi, who swam the Channel 
in 1923. The emancipation of women is 
producing some remarkable results. 
Twenty years ago who would have 
believed that a member-of the weaker sex 
would be able to survive such a test of 
physical endtrance ? Women, however, 
have made astonishing progress since the 
end of the Victorian era. They have in- 
vaded every branch of sport. In former 
days a gentle game of tennis or of golf 
was regarded as the limit to which 
feminine licence might be permitted to 
o; but nowadays no game is too strenuous 
for women players. Doubtless, the female 
craze for bodily exercise has the approval! 
of the health authorities. We confess, 
however, that we are old-fashioned in this 
respect, and cling—not without some diffi- 
culty—to the standards of those days 
when the womanly virtues stopped short 
of athletic achievement. Our mothers 
and grandmothers may have been less 
virile than the young women who create 
‘records’’ at the long jump or win 
fame, if not fortune, on the tennis court; 
but venture to believe that they 
possessed certain graces of mind and 
manner for which we search in vain to-

THE AGA KHAN. 


“MAN WHO MADE FRIDAY ” 
AT TH" SHOW, 

His Highness the Aga Khan has been aptly 
described as “‘the man who made Friday ”’ 
at the Dubhn Horse Show. He was not 
able to be present to share in the thrills that 
the crowd experienced during the progress of 
the contest for his cup, but his son was on 
the stand with Sir Harry Greer and party. 

His Highness's full title is Aga Sultan Sir 
Mahomed Shah.

PSYCHOLOGY OF 
PATRIOTISM. 


HEN Wordsworth wrote: “There is 

a spirit in the woods,” and “ ’Tis 

my faith that every flower enjoys the air 
it breathes,” his poetic vision would ap- 
pear to have assured him of a truth which 
science to-day is but beginning to perceive. 
Sir Jagadis Chandra Bose, the distin- 
cuished Indian man of science, told the 
British Association meeting yesterday that 
plants and flowers have hearts which, like 
our own, respond to the effects of drugs, 


and with an apparatus of his own inven- 
tion he made manifest the pulse-beat of a 
flower. 

In showing that a plant is sensitive to 
drugs he used a_marigold. Potassium 
bromide made the flower wilt, and a touch 
of the musk drug restored it. The mari- 
gold is said to have acted like a human 
thing—almost as if it had a personality. 

Professor Burt discussed the effect of 


temperament on character, but had to 


admit. that tests. had failed to give him. 


definite results. 7

TEMPERAMENT AND 


CHARACTER. 


FACTORS OF STABILITY. 

Professor Cyril Burt, in discussing the 
effect of temperament on character in the 
Psychology Section; admitted that “ actual 
tests had” produced no definite results, and 
very much still depended upon observations. 
He was able to say, however, that the une- 
motional, or phlegmatic at the one end, and 
the highly emotional at the other end, are 
extreme, or limiting cases. There may be 
degrees of variation between the two limits, 
but most of us belong to the mixed, or inter- 
mediate, class of the moderately emotional. 
A person’s stability, said Professor Burt, 
depends, not only upon the innate 
of his several emotions, but also 
degree of his intellectual control. 

He gave an interesting analysis of the 
character of the child who gives way to 
stealing, and pointed out that he is nearly 
always secretive, usually disposed to petty 
sexual faults, often a truant, not infrequently 
quarrelsome and spiteful, and yet sometimes, 
incongruously enough, an arrant coward, an 
easy dupe, spasmodically generous, warmly 
affectionate and prone to heartbroken tears 
of remorse. 


LABOUR OUTLOOK. 
A CONFLICT OF OPINION 


There was a conflict of opinion between 
two well-known public men, when Sir Lynden 
Macassey, addressing the Economic Science 
and Statistics Section, examined some aspects 
of the Labour outlook. He sought to indi- 
cate what must be done to make industrial 
agreements binding. He suggested that they 
should endeavour to facilitate the making of 
agreements between employers and trade 
unions, and to ensure that such agreements 
were honoured in spirit and in letter, and 
enforced, if necessary, by the law 

If an industry was not prepared to set up 
proper negotiating machinery, there was, he 
thought, a case for imposing such machinery 
upon that industry by law. That was a very 
different thing from the Legislature’s attempt- 
ing to manage an industry. He would sub- 
scribe without hesitation to making it obliga. 
tory upon all emplovers in an industry to be 
members of the Federation of Emplovers re- 
presenting the industry, and compelling the 
workers in it to become members of the re- 
presentative trade union.

THE SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 

If the true nature of a collective agreement 
was recognised, and its importance as part 
of the mechanism of industry appreciated, the 
case was made out for declaring +ympa- 
thetic strikes to be illegal. If sympa- 
thetic strikes were barred, direct action must 
be laid under an even more strigent interdict. 
To use economic power outside the area cf 
an industrial dispute for the purpose of com- 
pelling. the other party to the negotiations, 
x the community, or the Government, to 
subimit to demands wag subversive of the 
whole economic basis of collective bargaining. 
He did aot think that it would be either 
possible or right to make all strikes illegal, 
and to attempt to introduce compulsory, as 
distinguished from voluntary, arbitration. 
li, however, collective agreements were made 
enforceable at law, it would have the effect, 
automatically, of stopping the numerous 
sirikes which took placa in regard to- the 
interpretation of an agreement, and as 
reprisals for alleged violations of agreements. 
Sir Lynden, concluding, said that under no 
circumstances should any strike be allowed 
until the question of.striking had been sub- 
mitted to a ballot of the members of. the 
union, and a two-thirds majority obtained. 
By that, of course, was assumed a secret 
ballot, which ought to be eonducted, not by 
union officials, but by the Ministry of Labour. 
There must also be drastic restriction of the 
so-called right. of peaceful picketing. 


A DIFFERENCE. 


Sir Josiah Stamp began to question Sir 
Lynden in regard to his suggestion of en 
forcing agreements by law. is it a real 
remedy when one comes down to a practical 
case, he asked “Must a number of trade 
unionists subscribe largely to trade union 
funds, and see them used for something 
with which they disagree, or have them 
‘mpounded by law because of a policy which 
they themselves do not support’ What does 
one do? Also, an employer who sets up a 
factory and refuses to join his federation, 
does one put him in prison, or prevent the 
sale of his goods”? 

As he had previously said, he did not 
regard the gold standard as being the last 
word, in that it shifted forty per cent. one 
way before the war, and forty per cent. the 
other way since we won the war. He urged 
stability in the volume of production, as 
well as stability in industrial relations. 


SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 

In the same section, Professor Henry Clay 
had some startling things to say in regard to 
the present social conditions. These are some 
of his points: There is less superficial dif- 
ference in clothing between classes than there 
was before the war. The poor havea greater 
variety of food than in any earlier age: 
The rich and poor enjoy the same film, music- 
halls, wireless and football matches. There 
is a shortage of houses, largely due to the 
fact that we are no longer satisfied with the 
kind .of house in which the poor lived in the 
nineteenth century. The workingman’s 
family. to-day enjoys an intelle: tual educa- 
tion better than the middle-cla:s boy, or, 
indeed probably, the boy of any class 
enjoyed fifty years ago. 

The motor—an ostentatious mark of class 
distinction—had given a false impression of 
the number and riches of the new rich, but 
even that distinction is rapidly disappearing. 
The combination of progressive treatment in 
the extension of social serviees provided by

DE AAR, CAPE COLONY, Friday. 

Mr. Beyers, Minister for Mines, to-day 
made a long speech here on the constitu- 
tional question. He declared that at 
present equal status existed only in 
theory. They wished it to be put into de- 
finite form, and to have a declaration 
which would make it clear that each of the 
Dominions forming the British Common- 
wealth should be on an equal footing with 
England and all the world. 

Mr. Beyers said that this was the surest 
and only means of binding the different 
units of the Commonwealth together for 
all time. Some of the changes which they 
desired to make, he continued, were, 
firstly, as regards the appointment of a 
Governor-General, who should be ap- 
pointed by the Government of the 
Dominion, and whose appointment should 
be subject only to the approval of the 
King. Secondly, they desired that the ap- 
pointment by foreign Powers of Consuls in 
the different Dominions should first be 
approved by the Governments of the 
Dominions concerned, and then sanctioned 
by the King direct. Thirdly, it was de- 
sirable that each Dominion should have 
direct communication’ with the King 
through its Governor-General, instead of 
through the Secretary of State for the 
Dominions.—( Reuter. )

HE, Channel has been conguered for 

the sixth time. Miss Gertrude Ederle, 
a nineteen-year-old American girl, who 
swam the Channel yesterday, was the first 
woman to accomplish the feat, and she 
established a new record by swimming 
the “ course ” in under fifteen hours. Her 
actual time was 14 hours 39 minutes. The 
previous best time was that of the Italian, 
Sebastian Tiraboschi, who was in the 
water for 16 hours 25 minutes in August, 
1923. 

Miss Ederle left Cape Grisnez at 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and. landed on the 
beach between Kingsdown lifeboat house 
and Walmer Castle at 9.39 p.m. 

Captain Webb swam from Dover to 
Calais as long-ago as 1875, and it was 
not until thirty-six years afterwards that 
the Channel was again defeated, Burgess 
choosing the same course. Sullivan, also 
swiniming towards the French coast, was 
successful in 1923. Tiraboschi and Toth, 
who started from Calais, successfully 
reached Dover in the same year. 

Last year the interest seemed to have 
been very considerably enhanced by the 
number of aspirants, but they al] failed:

A ROUGH SEA. 


HOW MISS EDERLE BROKE 

THE “ RECORD.” 

‘Tue Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
DOVER, Friday Night. 

Unfortunate weather conditions had pre- 
vailed for the attempt. A strong south- 
west wind, springing up within an hour or so 
of Miss Ederle’s start from Cap (Crisnez, 
made rather a rough sea. She did remark- 
ably well under these conditions, and news 
received at Dover showed that after six 
hours’ swimming she was about ten miles off 
the French Coast, but well to the eastward. 

The sea at that time was rough, the wind 
breaking up the seas into little white-capped 
waves. Miss Ederle was swimming along- 
side her tug, The Alsace, which had a party 
of friends and swimmers on board, and 
another: smaller tug was accompanying it. 

The seven hours of flood tide, with the 
strong south-west wind behind it, gave Miss 
Ederle a long drift up the Channel, but she 
swam well, and succeeded in making good 
headway towards England. ” 

At a quarter to 5 she had progressed so 
well that her position was about seven miles 
south-east of Dover, with the Goodwin 
lightship bearing two miles north-west. | 

“The wind was moderating, and sea condi- 
tions were slightly better than throughout

Miss Ederle, who uses the crawl stroke, 
made an unsuccessful attempt last August, 
when she gave up seven miles from the Eng- 
lish coast after swimming about nine hours. 
She was then stated to be the youngest 
swimmer who had attempted the feat.

DEAL, Friday Night. 

Great exitement prevailed in this part of 
the coast this evening, when Miss Ederle 
walked out of the sea and landed on the 
beach between Kingsdown Lifeboat House 
and Walmer Castle. It was an intense and 
dramatic finish to a truly wonderful swim. 

Miss Ederle had entered the water at Cape 
Grisnez at seven o'clock this morning, and 
the time when she stepped on to the pebbly 
beach at Kingsdown was exactly 9.39 p.m., 
her time thus being 14 hours 39 minutes. 

She not only smashed up all previous re- 
cords set up by men Channel swimmers, but 
has created the “' record ” of being the first 
woman to swim the Channel, and also to do 
it in the marvellously quick time of just 
under fifteen hours. 

BONFIRES ON THE SHORE. 

This evening it became known that a 
Channel swimmer was approaching thus part 
of the:coast, but the identity of the swimmer 
was unkhown. As it became obvious that 
the swimmer must land somewhere between 
Kingsdown and Deal, hundreds of people 
flocked to the foreshore at Walmer. As the 
simmer got nearer, the visitors and the resi- 
dents collected all the dry material on which 
they could lay their hands to build big bon- 
fires, which they lighted on the beach to act 
as beacons to the swimmer. 

When the swimmer got to within some 
500 yards of the beach she was then abreast 
of the Royal Marine Rifle Range, just south 
of Kingsdown. By this time the crowd along 
the beach had increased to thousands, and 
every man, woman and child assembled there 
became almost frantic in their excitement. 

The shrill blasts from the syrens of the two 
attendant tugs were insignificant compared to 
the great volume of human sound which came 
from the vast concourse of people on the 
foreshore. The glow from bonfires, and alco 
from the flares and searchlights exhibited cn 
board the tugs lit up the scene for some con- 
siderable distance. 

A FRANTIC RECEPTION. 

When Miss Edele, swimming still strongly, 
was plainly seen in the glare of the lights 
covering the intervening space between the 
swimmer and her goal, the cheers which went 
up from the great crowd were such as would 
never be forgotten by those who heard them. 

Miss Edele was seen to raise one of her 
arms out of the water as if in acknowledg- 
ment of the applause and encoltragement 
she was receiving from those in the boat 
and on the shore. 

As I stood watching this intensely thrilling 
finish of a great swim, and saw Miss Edele 
with her pink cap over her head and her 
pink shoulders well out of the water, just 
finishing the last dozen or so yards which 
separated her from her goal, I could not 
help but being proud that a woman had at

NEW YORK, Friday. 
The tension appeared to have lessened 
further in Mexico City yesterday, though 
Bishop Diaz declared that all efforts at 
mediation by various persons had failed. 
As the Church could not concede any more 
he considered the negotiations virtually at 


an end. 

The United States Episcopal Church of 
San Jose de Gracia has been restored to its 
congregation, the Government having in- 
formed the Episcopal Bishop, Dr. F. W. 
Creighton, that the Mexican minister in 
charge has permission to resume Services. 

It is understood in Washington that Mr. 
Sheffield, the United States Ambassador, had 
intervened, acting upon State Department 
instructions, as the church was United States 
property. 

The ringing of the church’s bells for the 
noon Service of Thanksgiving yesterday 
broke a silence which had enveloped the city 
towers since Saturday. 

To the relief of the foreign colony, the 
(ijovernment did not interfere with the 
American Methodist Minister, Mr. W. E. 
Thomas, when he conducted the funeral 
Service of a prominent Swiss resident, who 
died on Wednesday. 

The newsapers have begun to feel the 
effects of the economic boycott,. through 
reduced advertising. 

Mr. Wythe, the United States Commercial 
Attache, in a message to the Department of 
Commerce, says that the boycott is particu- 
larly noticeable in the luxury trades specified 
in the Defence League’s circular, but points 
out that business generally was unsatisfactoy 
before, owing to the general situation of th 
country, to recent legislation, and to a rainy 
season. |

ATTITUDE OF U.S.A. 
(From REUTER’s CORRESPONDENT.) 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

When informed of the resolution of the 
Knights of Columbus, the leading Catholic 
society in America, requesting the State De- 
partment to intervene to protect the 
legitimate rights of American citizens in 
Mexico, the State Department repeated that 
the Government -had always interceded on 
behalf of legitimate personal or property 
rights of American citizens in Mexico, 
and would continue to do so, but that the 
United States could not intervene in matters 
of local political concern in Mexico. 

The State Department pointed out that it 
had received hundreds of communications 
from Catholic organisations and individuals 
with regard to the present controversy, and 
that most of these had been referred to the 
Mexican Embassy in Washington. 

NEW YORK, Friday. 

Mr. William Green, the President of the 
American Federation of Labour, which was 
urged by the Knights of Colombus Conven- 
tion to enter into the Mexican religious con- 
troversy, published a statement to-day in the 
Baltimore Catholic Review to the effect that 
the Federation’s interest in Mexico was 
purely economical and industrial. 

The statement said:—‘‘ We deplore, how- 
ever, the unhappy situation which has arisen, 
and earnestly hope that reason and sound 
judgment will influence the minds of those 
directly concerned, so as to bring into being 
a satisfactory understanding upon all points 
at issue.”

HELPLESSNESS OF 
PARLIAMENT. 
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THE 


T'he T'imes to-day in a leading article on 
“Session and Recess ” says :—The depression 
caused by the coal dispute has weighed per- 
sistently upon Parliament right down to the 
recess which has just begun. The session has 
not been marked by great debates; exciting 
divisions were out of the question; discus- 
sions on foreign affairs were rare and brief. 
With a few brilliant exceptions, the speeches 
did not attain a high level. Parliament found 
itself confronted by a problem with which it 
was incompetent to deal by the usual methods. 
It could not order men back to work who 
were unwilling to work, and it could not order 
men to pay wages which they were unwilling 
to pay. It felt impotent as it stood before the 
economic sphinx, and the sense of its helpless- 
ness under a national calamity hung over all 
its proceedings. 

Illogical and unjust though it may he, 
Ministers are suffering in repute from the 
protraction of the coal stoppage, and their 
popularity will rise again with just as little 
reason wlwn it comes to an end. Yet, in 
Spite of the loss of time and energy occasioned 
by industrial troubles, the Government have 
made substantial progress with the chief 
measures named in the King’s Speech. The 
Economy Bill, which effects important savings 
under health insurance and unemployment 
insurance without hurt to the beneficiaries. is, 
indeed, the only ‘large measure of general 
importance which has become law. But the 
Klectricity Bill is safely through Committee, 
and the Small Holdings and Cottage Holdings 
Bill, the Rural Housing Bill, and the Mer- 
chandise Marks Bill have reached stages which 
ensure their enactment in the autumn, That 
is no bad record of solid useful work to look 
back upon at the end of a session subjecte.] 
to such unusual interruptions. Disappoint- 
ment almost unmixed, on the other hand, 
is all that a retrospect can bring to the 
Oppositions. 


ARCHAOLOGICAL 
DISCOVERY. 


A BEAUTIFUL GREEK 
STATUE. 


Frou “Tue Times ’? CoRRESPONDENT, 
ATHENS, Friday. 

A further important archeological dis- 
covery was made during the demolition of 
the Koyal stables at Athens last night, 
when workmen discovered an important 
classical statue of an Athenian lady. The 
statue is of exceptionally fine workman- 
ship. 

Professor Philadelpheus, who is super- 
vising the excavations, is of opinion that 
the statue is funereal, portraying a 
woman, probably a member of one of the 
leading Athenian families, who had. died. 
She is in an attitude of mourning, wear- 
ing a veil covering the whole body and 
the back of the head. The face, which is 
well preserved, represents a beautiful 
woman, of extraordinary charm, = with 
slightly parted lips. Below the veil 
appears a robe with folds so exquisitely 
carved as to give an appearance of trans- 
parency. 

If Professor Philadelepheus continues his 
excavations in the Royal stables there will 
probably he further surprises, since its area 
was exactly without the wall of ancient 
Athens, built by Themistocles. A section was 
recently discovered nearby during the present 
excavations. 

Further finds include a philosopher’s. head, 
a woman's head with hair bound similar to 
the Apollo Belvedere, and a sarcophagus and 
various bas-reliefs. 


THE COAL DISPUTE. 
a-— —-—h -—- — 
MINERS’ PRESIDENT ON WAGE 
REDUCTION. 

Mr. Herbert Smith, President of the 
Miners’ Federation, at Sheffield yesterday, 
said that if he had to choose between two 
evils, he would favour a reduction in wages 
before an extension of hours; but he was not 
prepared to go into a conference and agree 
to a reduction in wages beforehand. ‘They 
wanted to find where the money went for 
coal which was fifteen shillings per ton at 
the pit and forty-eight shillings and sixpence 
in London. 

If the miners rejected the Bishops’ pro- 
posals—and he would not be surprised if 
they did—the. Capitalist Press would have to 
take responsibility. If it meant that they 
had got to have a reduction in wages, he 
would face that fact like a man, and go 
to the men and tell them so; but so long as 
their opponents held out for longer hours, 
district agréements, and a reduction in wages 
without an inquiry, the miners had got to 
fight. 

He resented the presence of policemen at 
the meeting. He objected to -the police 
tracking him up and down the country. 


PUTTING IN THE BAILIFFS, 

“Neither Bromley nor Hodges is worth 
troubling about,” Mr. Cook told a miners’ 
meeting at Cowdenbeath yesterday afternoon, 
He added that both of them would find their 
places in the enemy ranks or in the work- 
house. He was ashamed, he said, of the 
decision of the dockers and railwaymen to 
handle coal. It was not too late for the trade 
union movement to redeem what it had done. 

The Prince of Wales had said that. the 
nation owed a debt of gratitude to the miners. 
Herbert Smith and Cook were going to collect 
that debt or put the bailffs in.

SETTLEMENT MOVE

FRANC’S RISE. 


HE topic of the hour in Paris af 

present is the question whether 

M. Poincaré will finally decide to demand ” 

the ratification of the London and Wash-« 

ington debt agreements before the Parlias 
mentary recess. 

There have been a succession of conflicts 
ing rumours on the subject during the past 
two days, and these have reacted on tha 
bourse. 

The franc rose ten points yesterday, 
morning on the forecast that there would. 
be ratification this session, and fell several 
points in the afternoon when the contrary, 
impression prevailed. 

The position seems to be that certain 
members of the Cabinet, headed by My 
Briand, M. Bokanowsky and M. Tardieug 
are in favour of immediate ratification. 

They argue that delay would injurd 
French credit. in Anglo-Saxon countries, 
and that a loss of credit in the abstrac€é 
means a refusal of credits in the concrete, 
not to mention a possible fall in the 
franc. . 

It is stated that, these Ministers havá 


converted M. Poincaré to their point of . 


view, although it is on record that the 
Prime Minister opposed the ratification of 
the Washington agreement. 

Whether there is unanimity within thé 
Cabinet is another matter. M. Louis 
Marin, the Minister of Pensions has long 
b§n a very outspoken antagonist of the 
Washington agreement, and on this guess 
tion his powerful Union Republicaing . 
group is solidly behind him. 

In the Lobbies opinion is divided om 
the expediency of an immediate debate, 
and it is thought that the Government 
may explain the situation and then ask 
the deputies to consider the probleng 
during the recess. 


| POSTPONEMENT 
URGED. 


RATIFICATION POSSIBLE 
AFTER RECESS. 
From REUTER $ CoRRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Friday. 

The Cabinet will not come to an official 
resolution with regard to the eventual ‘dise 
cussion by Parliament of the measures ratify- 
ing the agreements for the settlement of 
Inter-Allied debts until the 9th inst. Some 
individual representations have been made 
to the Prime Minister on the subject. 

M. Movrinaud, President of the Parlia« 
mentary Association, known as the “Re 
publican Inter-Group of “Public Safety,” 
which numbers 275 members, has urged on 
M. Poincaré that the state of feeling in 
Parliament is not at present favourable to 
the acceptance, almost without debate, of the 
Berenger-Mellon Convention. 

Not a few deputies hold it to be essential 
that the Pasliamentary committees concerned 
should have an opportunity to make a pros 


found study of-the texts of these agreements;~ 


which have been, or may be, submitted to 
them, and of thé effects they may haveon the 
and of the effects they may have on the 
cconomic, financial and political position of 


Í the country. 


While realising that a speedy decision ig 
obviously desirable, the majority of deputies 
consider that the Parliamentary recess would 
be a very suitable time for a calm and cool 
scrutiny of the conventions arranged with 
Great Britain and the United States. 

It is suggested that such a scrutiny should 
be undertaken at the same time by the 
Finance and Foreign Affairs Committees of 
the Chamber. ‘They think that a hurried 
decision will risk compromising.the outcome 
desired by the Government, by startling 
public opinion, which is in need of enlighten- 
ment, as well as Parliamentary eircles them- 
selves. 

Another factor making for delay is that 
after a heavy session like the present one, 
which has been prolonged a month longer 
than usual, numbers of deputies have heen 
manifesting a longing to go back to their 
departments as soon as possible, so as to 
get into touch with their constituents. 

So it would look as if the Government 
would find itself compelled to give up any 
idea of obtaining an immediate decision from 
Parliament, and, after explaining matters to 
the Parliamentary Committees, it will leave 
the latter to pursue their reflections on the 
subject of Inter-Allied debts, without let or 
hindrance.

RETIRES. 


HEN the rumour went forth that the 
Head was about to retire, there was 
sadness in the school, as if it had been 
announced that never again would the sun 
shine on a Saturday. Even Fat-headed 
Flaherty, who had so many arrears of 
lines to copy out for punishments inflicted 
by the mild but firm ruler of the house, 
had misgivings. Questions put to the 
master of the Fifth confirmed the tidings. 
When the term ended, the Head would lay 
down his cane for ever. 
Only then did the school realise its devo- 
tion.. There was an outbreak of be- 
haviour that must have warned the Head that 
his secret was discovered.

The masters also had their presentation to 
make, and certain Old Boys promoted a 
dinner at the Club. The local clergy, 
parents, and others, all wished to pay tribute 
to the Head; and on the last day of the term 
he was overwhelm 

Overwhelmed—that was his own word; and 
all those who sat under him knew with what 
meticulous pains he always chose his epithets. 
Not easily to be forgotten is the spectacle of 
that upright, slender, greyhaired figure, as 
bright of eye as when he began school-teach- 
ing forty years ago, standing by his desk for 
the last time, and returning his thanks for 
the presents heaped beside him, only a little 
quaver in his clear, sweet enunciation betray- 
ing the wistfulness that was gripping at his 
brave old heart. 

When all the talking was over, he shook 
hands, one by one, with all that gathering. 
It came to Fat-headed Flaherty’s turn to meet 
the Head. He was strangely embarrassed, 
and drew a monstrous — of paper from 
under his coat. He tendered the frayed and 
blotted mass.

HE day was over. ‘‘Truly,” said the

day of vocal recognition, but never 
in this world will you know .what 
kindly thoughts the memory of you excites.

How can you know 
how many a splendid deed, how many a 
year of toil and service—in far-off lands, 
perhaps—is the fruit of your toils within 
those little and untroubled walls in which 
you taught so long?

New 
generations filled up the forms and had to 
be coaxed or driven over the same old 
pone asinorum, and checked for the same old 
lunders in the construing of the Gallic War. 
Day after day, and year after year, you 
delivered the same necessary truths—like an 
actor reciting the same part, as you were 
wont to say in wry moments—and your 
charges would go forth into the many- 
coloured, changing world of action, leaving 
you to your schoolrooms and your study. 

Contrasted with the career of some of those 
pupils, yours seemed dull enough. You 
corrected young McPhillips so often that you 
despaired of his intelligence; and behold, did 
he not become a mighty figure in the com- 
merce of that very Argentine, the boundaries 
of which he never could set down correctly 
in his geography lessons? You rapped 
Forbes Minor on the knuckles for declining 
bellum like hortus, and is he not curator in 
a certain famous museum and author of 
learned works? 
teaching, you say? No: for they learnt cer- 
tain things from you that are ‘their riches 
still; and there is not one of them who 
would not count himself the luckier if he 
could look forward to half the gratitude 
that goes out to you to-day. 

What are you going to do with 
leisure, Head? ~ I a like lia’s 
Superannuated Man, of the things that you 
always meant to do, and now purpose 
definitely to essay. There is that visit to be 
paid to the libraries of the Netherlands ; 
there are those old books to be re-read; 
there is a certain much-meditated monograph 
to be written. May long, long years be 
yours to do these things in that pleasant 
country house with its orchard and its 
scholar’s walk to which you have retired. 
Not often, I think, will you come up to 
town or tread the road in which the old 
school stands. There will be new masters, 
new pupils there; and quite a lot of things 
will be done as ‘you would not have them 
done. You are wiser to stay away. Yet I 
know that your spirit will live within those 

walls. Work like yours does not die. Your 
gentle scholarship, your sweetness of spirit, 
your purity of ardour—they have become the 
genius loci that shall inspire those who never
